SUDDEN DEATH OF ' 
MR. JOHN GOOD 


We deeply regret to announce the 
death of Mr. John Good, which took 
place suddenly last night at his residence, 
The Moorings, Merrion road, Dublin. 
Mr. Good had been in his usual good 
health earlier in the evening, and 
attended a theatre. During the r- 
formance he collapsed and was taken 
home, where he died a short time later. 

Mr. Good was born in 1866 in Dublin, 
where his father was managing director 
of the old Dublin Shipbuilding Com- 
pany in Ringsend. Educated at the 
Erasmus Smith Schools in Brunswick 
street, Dublin, it was at first intended 
that he should enter the banking busi- 
ness, but his teacher encouraged him 
to eater the building industry to which 
he had a definite Aon When he 
left school, therefore, he was appren- 
ticed to the late Mr. Pile, a brother of 
Sir Thomas Pile, who had an extensive 
EAG business in the city. When he 
concluded his apprenticeship Mr. Pile 
offered him a partnership, but Mr. 
Good decided to embark on a separate 
venture with his brother. It was thus 
that the well-known firm of Messrs.

It is evident that the attackers’ plan 
at Tobruk is to make a quick break 
through, but the fact that he has failed 
seems to indicate that ‘‘ something has 
gone wrong,” says the Press Associa- 
tion. The attacáing forces are largely 
lialian, with some German participa- 
tion, probably consisting of tank units. 

Air attacks on Tobruk were made 
mostly by German aircraft. There is 
no change in the situation at Sollum, 
where patrol activity has continued, 
and the fighting is toasted as “cat 
and mouse ’’ operations. 

The Axis forces are believed to be 
making a determined bid to eliminate 
Tobruk, because the spearhead halted 
five miles east of Sollum cannot make 
headway while the menace of Tobrwx 
remains. 

Whether the Royal Navy is at pre- 
sent participating in the defence of 
Tobruk is not known, but the attackers 
certainly must reckon with that mighty 
threat, paricularly since the evacuation 
of Greece has been completed.

It may have been his close association 
in recent years with the late F. R.

On ‘Nazi Art, the author is 
vehement and contemptuous, but not 
enlightening, and on National Socialist 
politics he is too violent to be helpful. 
Propaganda nullifies itself when it 
becomes so impassioned. There are few 
pages in the whole book, even where 
the writer has his strongest case, that 
are telling. 

In truth, the title of the book mis- 
leads. The mind of Getmany may be 
in a heated state, in these years of 
conflict, but it is a mind, not a chaos, 
such as “Verrina” would set before 
us.

The Tank 


From Infancy to the 
Present Day 


By Our Military Correspondent. 


The Evolution of the Tank. By Rear- 
Admiral Sir Murray Sueter. London: 
Hutchinson and Co., Ltd. 15/-. 


HIS book was first published 

some years ago — very strictly 

along the lines indicated by its 
title. In its then form it was con- 
cerned with the origins of the tank 
as @ weapon of war and its gradual 
development. In this connexion it 15 
not generally known that tanks first 
saw the light through the instrumen- 
tality of navul officers. We must 
later hark back to this aspect of the 
volume, because it has a very definite 
resent interest; but, before d 80, 
it is desirable to explain how the 
came to appear in its present form. 

This was the result of a request for 

a new edition made by the publishers 
to. the author in June of last BB sona 
Admiral Sueter responded by adding 
& third part to his work. This 
section brings the history of tank 
operations np to the end of last year 
and covers all the theatres of the 
present war up to that period. 
In particular, this Part III. coutains 
a long and most instructive chapter, 
entitled “The German tanks break 
through in Flanders and France.’’ The 
author begins by giving a full and 
clear account of the Panzer division 
and its tactical method — copiously 
illustrated by diagramatic plates of 
German tanks in operation. 


Tank Combats 


This is followed by two sections— 
dealing respectively with “ British Tanks 
in ‘Action” and “French Tanks in 
Action’’—-which give descriptions of 
various tank combats. For example— 
strange in the light of after events— 
there is the following Order of the Day 
by General Weygand on General de 
Gaulle! 

“ This admirable, audacious and 

energetic. leader attacked on M 
30th and 3ist south of Abbeville 
towards the enemy’s bridgehead, 
very strongly held, breakin 
through German resistance and ad- 
vancing 15 kilometres (94 miles) 
inside the enemy lines, and captur- 
ing many hundreds of prisoners and 
considerable material.

The Artist 


Jan Vermeer, as Thomas. Bodkin 
puts it in an excellent explanatory 
preface to the book, is one of the in- 
explicable mysteries of the history of 
art. Although he has been acclaimed 
by art critics and public alike as one of 
the great figures of Dutch pictorial art 
—indeed, even of the pictorial art of 
the world—he has painted only about 
forty pictures, most of which are tiny 
in actual size. 

Little is known about either his life 
vr his work, other than what is shown 
by the paintings, and many of the 
pictures which are attribu to him 
are of doubtful origin. 

There are few painters as varied as 
Vermeer. Hig paintings range from 
“Christ in the House of Mary,” in 
which the figures. are life-size, to the 
“Young Girl with a Flute,” which

He was one of the very last persons 
who might have been suspected of 
religious Jeanings. According to him- 
self, he was an agnostic, who believed 
chiefly in having a good time, and 
occasionally neglected to pay his debts. 
But he became a convert to the Oxford 
Group, and tells the story of his 
“changing” in a most interesting 


way. 

The book is an effort to vindicate 
the Oxford Group against various 
criticisms that have been made against 
it, and in particular against Dr. 
Buchman. One of the bases of the 
Group’s system of moral conduct is 
“absolute love,” but one suspects, 
somehow, that the love between Peter 
Howard and. Mr. A. P. Herbert is not 
quite so absolute as it might be. 

Mr. Herbert is one of the Group's 
most vigorous critics, not only because 
he does not approve of Dr. Buchmian’s 
use of the name of Oxford, which he 
represents in the House of Commons, 
but because he takes a rather poor 
view generally of moral rearmament 
and of all that is associated with the 
movement. 

The reader must judge for himself 
whether Mr. Howard or Mr. Herbert 
emerges with the greater honours from 
the controversy, but the book proves 
that the Oxford Group still has some 
enthusiastic supporters, and the fact 
that it is written by an admirable 
journalist makes it easy reading.

Mr. G. -Murnaghan (instructed by 
Mr. George Lynch, tate Solicitor) 
prosecuted, and. Mr. F. J. Gannon, 
solicitor, defended. , 

Mr. Murnaghan “stated that there 
were forty witnesses to be examined, 
and the facts to be produced would 
show that Winifred Kilbride, a 76, 
was murdered on the date stated. Her 
husband died six or seven years ago, 
and before he died he made over a 
farm of 60 acres to the accused man, 
a nephew of Mrs. Kilbride, . under. deed. 
Moran had a right of residence in the 
house. Moran lived seven and a half 
miles away from Mrs. Kilbride with his 
own people, but he worked at the farm 
and helped her to look after it and the 
grazing His movements on the 19th 
of. April would be proved. He was 
seen going to the house at 10 o'clock 

.m. wearing a hat of green colour. 
He was seen afterwards hatless; and 
there would be evidence of his 
aaying something about a row which 
took place. 


FOUND MURDERED 


On Sunday the old lady was found 
at the house by a neighbour, brutally 
murdered, with serious ‘wounds in the 
head, and back and front, and ribs 
crushed, showing that there was a 
terrible attack on her, which caused 
her death. Chairs, ornaments, 
were broken in the bedroom. 
that would be produced would be 
sufficient to enable the Justice to 
return Moran for trial. 


\ Thomas Doyle, publican and cer, 
told of Moran being at his house, 
and having drinks on 19th April at 
periods up to 9.30 p.m. He bought 
sugar, which he took away at $30 
p.m. Moran showed the influence of 
drink when he left. He was wearing 
an overcoat and a soft hat. Thomas 
McKieran called to his house about 
10 p.m. with butter, and after delayin 
fifteen minutes left, and later returne 
and made a report to him. 

While he war at his door some 
minutes later a man came along (to 
whom he bade good-night) from the 
direction of the chapel, which was in 
the same direction as Mrs. Kilbride’s 
house. The man came over to him, 
and he re ised him as Moran. He 
asked Moran if he had had a row with 
his auntie, and he replied : “Look at 
what I got,” pointing to a mark on 
his forehead, which he stated he got 
with a stroke of a hammer. It was a 
swollen mark Moran was hatless. He 
asked Moran if he did anything to 
his aunt, and Moran EE: ** Oh, 
no; she is all right.” oran had an 
old clock under his coat, and was 
wheeling a bicycle. He advised him to 
go home, and he was staggering. 

Next. morning Mrs. Margaret 
McKieran called to him at about ten 
minutes to eleven, and, after she had 
told him something, he went for the 

riest, whom he accompanied to Mrs. 

ilbride’s house, where he saw a dead’ 
body lying on the floor. He then 
reported the matter to the Guards. 


WITHOUT A HAT 


Bernard Joe Gilmour, Drumcong, 
said that Moran called to his house on 
the night of the i9th April, hatless, 
while he was listening to news on the 
wireless, and he gave him a hat. 
Moran showed him his forehead, and 
said thai his aunt had hit him on the 
forehead with a sledge. He said that 
Mrs. Kilbride hit him when he entered 
the house, and that he broke some 
chairs, 

Bernard McCarthy and his sister, Mary 
Kate McCarthy, told ef meeting Moran 
outside Doyles public-house with a 
man named Mulligan. On their way 
home they were with him as far as 
the gate leading into Mrs. Kilbride’s 
house at about 10 o’clock p.m. 
Michael Mulligan, insurance agent, 
stated that Morin had a policy on his 
aunt’s life, at 6d. r week, for a 
premium valued at odd, and pay- 
ments were made up to date. 

James Fraacis Sui stated that 
Moran was wearing a grey overcoat, 
Wellington boots and a soft hat on 
19th April. He was shown a clock 
by Superintendent McNamar and said 
that it was like one he saw in Mrs. 
Kilbride’s bedroom when he made 
visits there late last spring. 


ALLEGED STATEMENT 
BY MORAN 


Guard Murray, Keshcarrigan, who 
did duty-at the house of the murdered 
woman on Sunday, 20th April, stated 
that when Moran arrived he said: 
“This is terrible, and all the chairs 
broken.” When he saw the hat found 
beside the remains he said: “ How 
did this hat get here and where did 
it come out of?” He was told not to 
touch it. He remarked: “It is my 
old hat, anyway.” In the kitchen he 
asked who cama first. to the house, and 
was told it was not known. 
Guard Beatty, Keshcarrigan, said 
that when Mora entered the house 
on Sunday he said: “This is terrible 
and all the chairs broken.

POWER AND WATER 
FOR DUBLIN 


HE Liffey Hydro-Electric Scheme, 

I despite the war and the conse- 

guent, delay in getting machinery 
and equipment, is progressing slowly, 
but surely, to completion. hen one 
of our reporters visited Poulaphouca 
esterday he found . between 250 and 
men busily at work erecting the 
first of the two great turbines, con- 
structing the surge tank (which is 
three-quarters completed), putting 
finishing touches to the shells of the 
wer-house, switch-house and other 
uildings, and filling in the final pro- 
tective casing. of concrete os 
round the huge water tunnels that will 
lead from the lake to the inlet pipes 
and the turbines. 

It is expected that the plant will be 
generating electricity before the end 
of the present year—certainly by th 
spring of 1942, unless unforeseen 
obstacles arise. At the moment both 
dams—at Poulaphouca and Golden 
Falls—are completed. The level of 
water in the new lake has risen As 
high as it will be allowed to rise 
until the turbines are ready for oper@- 
tion. The two inlet pipes, great steel 
tunnels that eventually will feed the 
water down a forty-five degrees in- 
cline into the turbines, are finished 
and ready for service. Soon argain 
work on the shells of the power an 
switch-houses will have been com- 
pleted, and the major job remaining 
to be done will be the installation of 
machinery. 

Construction of one of the turbines, 
as we say, is now in progress, and 
some of the parts for the second have 
arrived. 

Road builders are at present work- 
ing on the new diversion roads around 
the lake. In some places the water 
at high level will be over portions of 
the existing roads and sections of new 
road, therefore, will have to be built 
here and there on the higher ground. 
This job is progressing, and the main 
bridges for the three major roads yet 
to be constructed are already complete. 

The surge tank,.upon which riveters : 
were hard at work yesterday, will be, 
when finished, about 100 feet high. Its 
purpose, for the benefit of the un- 
enlightened, is to serve as a kind of 
safety valve, so that if the turbines 
suddenly should have to be stopped 
the pressure of the rushing water m 
the tunnels will be diverted i ; 
tank and its force dissipated. 
water being hurled down towards the 
turbines, on finding its course stopped 
for some reason or other, surges. up 
into the great tank and, risi in 
to the level of the water im the obs 
above, comes to a standstril, and no 
damage is done. 

The dam at Golden Falls, about a 
mile-and-a-half down the river from 
Poulaphouca, is considerably smaller 
than the main dam. Its function ‘is 
to control the flow of water into the 
Liffey. Every time the turbines are 
turned on at Poulaphouca an immense 
volume of water will be discha , and 
by holding this water back releas- 
mg it gradually the Golden Falls dam 
will prevent too sudden rises of level 
— in the lower reaches of the 

ey.

The next job in connection witn the 
water scheme is the balancing reservoir 
at, Crookstown, Tallaght. Construction 
of this will begin in about a month’s 
time, and the contract is .expected to 
take about two years to'complete. This 
reservoir ig designed to hold about 
18,000,000 gallons. It is not imme- 
diately essential to the .new water 
supply, but will be there to be used 
when the occasion arises to maintain 
water pressure in the city at a uniform 
level. 

Considering all the difficulties that 
have: had to be faced, remarkable 
progress in the Liffey hydro-electric 
scheme has been made during the last 
twelve months. Last year it was esti- 
mated that the scheme would be com- 
pe by the end of this coming summer. 
f now it can be completed by the end 
of next December or January, as 1s 
quite possible, the accomplishment will 
still be highly creditable to the con- 
tractors, engineers and all concerned,
